WMhinrton, March 4. — The eitent 
nt eUivery in tht Phlllppln*!* was dis- 
cussed bj Governor TaCt before the 
teuM iMUlar oommlttM in rMponse 
to gnMUOM by SMmbers. H« said 
•IkTery was cooflned to tb« southern 
lloro Islands. The InveHtigation made 
toy Governor Taft and his associates 
bad broasbt out that tb« sUtm In 
cbid«d men, women and cblldren who 
were slavM for debt, according to the 
Btatements made by Datos. The slaves 
could buy their liberty, but until this 
was dona tb« condition ran from sen 
aration to scneration. Tbe staves 
war* members of tb« family and the 
relation was romparatlvely mild. Gov 
«mor Taft said Dato Mundi bad al- 
ready abolished slavery by decree. 
How effectiTe tbls was couM not be 
■tated. .The cIyII eotborlUes had nev- 
er recognized slavery In any wuy, Im 
raid, and the military had always re- 
leaeed slaves. But the slaves did not 
nadersUnd tae advantage of Uberty. 
and Ooremor Taft said that It we 
attempted to end slavery by forre, we 
would probably find the slavt-s turning 
their guns against us. 

Governor Taft said that the influ- 
ence of the linited States was, bow- 
ever, growine stronger and stronger 
foiT the eiadjcatlon of slavei-y. Al- 
though our wishes had been made 
known, yet neither the civil or mlU- 
tnry authority bad said slarery must 
cease or war would be made. 

Representative fatt< rson of Tenues- 
aee asked the number of slavee. Gov. 
eraor Taft replied that be and his as- 
sociates bad sought to learn the num- 
ber with the idea that WW might buy 
them and avert an exercise of force, 
but when the natives learned this they 
all representated themselves as slave*. 
Tbe toT«nuMr estimated aboot one* 
fovKh of the southern population as 
slaves, or from 260,000 or 300,000 in a 
fO»aIatloB of 1,000,000 to 1,BOO,000. 
Hughss on Samar. 
Washington. March 4.— In his testi- 
mony before the senate commlttse on 
the PhilJppiBes, General Hughes re- 
lated tbe partlculan of tbo massaere 
at Balangtgi, Samar, Sept. 1. He took 
upon himself the reflponsibillty for 
the sending of troops to that post and 
for the selection of the officer wbo 
was placed in command. "I bad known 
him for years," he said, "he was a flue 
oflcer and I had every confldence in 
him." General iluKhes said, however, 
that be. was convinced tbe disaster 
was doe to oreremrfidoiice. Speaking 
of tbe native soldiers, General Hughes 
Mid they generally did well, but 
tihould not be trusted except under 
command of American superiors. 

Flouring Mill Combine. 
P<?rtland, Or., March 4.— The largest 
industrial consolidation ever under- 
takMi in tbe FMlflc aortbweet is be- 
ing quietly worked into sUape in tbls 
city and San Francisco. The enter- 
prise is an amalgamation of th« Inter- 
«•(• of the great export flour milling 
Anns of tbe Paolfle coaat No bint 
kM been glvea as to tbe captUllsaUon 
•f tbe proposed consolidation, but it 
win probably be somowhare In the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000. As now 
outlined, tbe comibinatloo will em- 
brsoe mill* having an annual capacity 
of over 5,000,000 barrel* of flour. The 
corporations Intereatod in the propos- 
ed combine are tbe Portland Flouring 
mills of this city, tlie Puget Sound 
Floarin« mille coorpaay and tbe Ta- 
eama and Centennial mills of Seattle 
and Spokane and tho Sparry flour 
mills of S'tock'ton and San Francisco. 

After the Merger. 

Trenton. N. J., March 4. - S. nator 
Gebhart, Democrat, introduced a bill 
in the senate to repeal and dIsaolTe 
the charter and corporate existence of 
tbe ^Fortbem Securities company. Tbe 
bill has a long preamble, In which it 
iu eta>tcd among other things, that the 
cfiriinari v was organized to enable tbe

Flood 



Condltlona Improving In the 
Knnt Mnd ISonth. 
N(rw York, March 4. — Flood condi- 
tions In the east are reported rapldr 
ly Improving, aittaough In tbe Wyom- 
ing valley and iiort hrastcrn Pennsyl- 
vania generally and along the i4ud- 
son, near Albany, are still in bad 
abape. Dlspatcbes from Wilkesbarre. 
Pa., gbow tbat more than a score of 
llv*>« were lost and 15.000.000 worth of 
property was deatroyed in northeast- 
ern Pennsylvania. The danger is ov«r, 
but tbe full extent of the damage Is 
yet to be seen. BXghteen thousand 
homeless persons in tTic Wyoming val- 
ley are anxiously watthin^ the back- 
ward course of the waters. The water 
has receded In Paterson, N. J., so that 
tbe danger there Is practically orer, 
but there were many daring rescues of 
persons wno had stayed In the Uood- 
ed houses. So many mills were dam- 
aged tbat 10,000 operative* are thrown 
out of work for an indeflnlte time. 
In Passaic men are reported to have 
been carried down with a bridge 
which was washed away. TTie current 
was so swift tbat it as impossible to 
rescue tben. 



Situation Improved. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 4.— Of- 
flclsl reports received st tbe railroad 

headquarters ht'ro show tliat the situa 
tion in the flooded districts is improv- 
ed. The Southern's loss between Mor- 
ristown and Asheville will aggregate 
from 9200,000 to $250,000 to roadbed 
and bridg' s alone. The lose by de- 
layed and annulled trains and cutting 
off all passenger and freight traffic 
since last Thursday will be very large. 
About 900 men are repatrinc tbe road 
and bridges on tbe AahevUle branch. 

Town Inundated. 

Danville, Pa., March 4. — Danville 
since Satuiduy l.i.st has been practi- 
cally cut off from all communication 
by rail wHb neighboring towns. The 
river attained a height of 24 feet 9 
inches, the highest In 37 years. Nearly 
half the town is Inundated. Five 
trains including two passenger trains 
have been stalled at South Danville 
since Saturday. The tracks on the 
Pennsylvania and the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western lincs for several 
miles are submr-rRcd. 

Damage by the Flood. 

AUentown, Pa.. March 4.— A half 
million dollars will not, it la estimat- 
ed, cover tbe loss In this city and 

vicinity by the recent floods. Ice 
floes carried away two large bridges, 
one at the lower end of the New Jer- 
sey Central railroad in tbls city, tbe 
other a private bridge of the Ixihigh 
Iron company. One life was lost in 
the flood — a farmer namo<i Sn\ d?r — 
being drowned in Weisenburg. while 
trying to cross a stream with his team 

Ohio Flood at Its Crest. 

Cincinnati, March 4.— The Ohio rtv 
er liers has reached its crest of 60^ 
feet. While It is possible tbat a slight 
rise may follow there will be no suli 
stantial addition. No ice has reached 
here and tbe riw Is free from drift- 
wood. 

Esterhazy In New York 
New York, March 4.— Major Ferdi- 
nand Wehrin Bstarhasy, wbo confessed 
tha;t he forged the Drejrfus bordereau, 
has, it is reported, been seen in this 
city. He Is said to have »pent two 
hours in a Broadway restaurant In 
animatsd conversatiOB with a young 
man and woman. Major Bsterhazy 
declined to be a witness in the Drey- 
fus trial in 1899, and later fkd to 
Ibigland, where he confet&ed to belns 
tbe author of tbe bordereau. He de- 
clared tbat b« committed tbe forgery 
under order of Colonel Baadherr and 
his superior oflloers. After making 
the confession Major Bsthrhazy an- 
nounced his intention of coming to tbe 
United States for tbe porpooe of lec- 
turing. Since his flight from France 
he has lived in ol>8Curity in Kagland.

Oolumlius, O.. Marc^ '-^ fhe bouse 
passed the Dsvaul bill to repeal tbe 
corrupt practices set, known as the 
"Garfield law," by a vote of 59 to 24. 
Tbere was very little discussion and 
Democrat* and RepublkaaB voted 
alike on the meamre. It was given as 
the belief of the friends of the meas- 
ure that it will pass the senate with 
as Httle struggle as was its oooris 
through tbs lower branch. 

Tbe Branaock bill, which bestows 
full pullce powers upon iuterurban and 
steam railway conductors was again 
taksB np and passed as amended. 
This ii the bill which formerly madie 
a policeman of every street car con- 
ductor and which was reconsidered on 
the date after its passage. City street 
car conductors are now excluded from 
the privileges of tbo law and those 
who are Included must first have 
served thrae months before th^y are 
eligtble to eseroise police authority. 

Other Mils were passed in tbe bonoe 
as follows: To authorize Dayton to 
issue $100,000 water works bonds; to 
compel bicycle riders to give two- 
thirds of tbe road when meeting other 
vMcIes; to prohibit tbe Indiscrimi- 
nate distribution of samples of drugs 
and patent medicines among children 
under 14 years of age. 

Mr. Myers introduced a bill provid- 
ing tbat Juatiees ct tbe peaca shall 
have Jurisdiction in all cases prose- 
cuted under the Beal local option bill. 
The bJll is so framed that trials by 
Jury can be avoided. A Sunday base- 
ball law was intrpdneed, attending to 
all municipalities the right to control 
this matter to suit themselves. An- 
other measuie launched givsa the 
veto power to the governor. 

Rapreentatlve Barbart Introduced 
a bill to punish by fine of from three 
to five thousand dollars or imprison- 
mcnt for from one to seven years all 
bank officials wbo receive deposits 
after knowing the bank Is insolvent. 
A refllstrictlng proposition Introduced 
for the state legislature seeks to have 
each county repressatsd by at Isast 
oae representative. 

In the Senate.

The same role may be applied to the 
machinist, the plumber, the clothier, the 
haberdasher, and so on through the 
whole liet of trades and professions. 
Hence, what are termed trade journala 
may be considered good mediums when 
it is desirod to reach a particular olaHS. 

"There are many other mediama 
through which ffood edTertlBlBg nay be 
done, but in niy opinion the newRpaper 
excels them all. The newspaper has no 
equal as a dispenser of paUleltft Ko 
matter what you have to ofTer. 

"In eelectinft the newspaper two items 
of e<|iial importance should be conaid* 
ered: Quality and quantity of circula- 
tion. Take two papers of equal circula- 
tion, the one which rocs to the middle 
and better classes is worth more than 
that which goes to the middle end poorer 
classes. 

"The reason is obvious. The pur- 
chasing power of the middle and npper 
claofee is cortaiidy greater than that of 
the middle and lower classes. Their 
ability to read, understand and retain is 
also greater. Thus the logical oonclns- 
ion is that the newspaper which caters 
to the middle and hi tter classes has an 
accumuiatiTe value which is not found 
in the other. Find the dtouletion of 
the newtpaper and the territory it cov- 
ers and you can get very near to ita real 
value aa an adTertisiog medinm."
